Arkansas house without discussion 
yesterday amended the 
adminis- 


tration-sponsored bill (HB112) 
to 


increase liquor taxes. 


Thu bill, 
which has not been 


called up for a vote, was charged 
to earmark the estimated $3,000, 
000 to $4,000,000 in revenue 
an- 


nually for public school purposes 
instead of for the general revenue 
fund, as originally 
drawn. 


The bill wouldincrease the sales 


tax on liquor from two to 10 per 
cent and would make dealers ab- 
sorb the increase by reducing the 
mark-ups permitted both whole 
salers and retailers. 


The house rejected a m c a s ure 


(HB161) which would permit 
innocent third party to collect on 
3 check representing a gambling 
debt.
